A CORRESPONDENT writing in — 
Walker Lake Bulletin, gays: Ne- 
vada, not unlike ber neizhboring 

states and territories, is continually 
‘seeing little towns spring up in the 
valleys and among the mountains, 
only to see them deserted and aban- 
doned within afew years. To one 
unacquainted with such sights nat- 
urally comes the question: What 
is the eause of all this?” Am I 
wrong when I say that it is because 
the people of the State have gone 
too much to mining? In 1858 when 
the famous Comstock lode was dis- 
eovered the civilized portion of the 
population was not more than 1,000. 
As soon, bowever, as the vast re- 
sources of the fsmous lode were 
known to the people of outside 
states the population began to 
swell very rapidly by aclass of peo- 
ple who came urdoubtedly with 
the same motives that brought the 
early inbabitants to America, 
namely, to get immensely rich in 
d short time, without labor. Nat- 


_urally they would se:itle where 


they thought their chances were 
best to obtain this wealth. What 
was the result? First settled here, 
to-morrow a new discovery, made 
in another region, they as quickly 
moved and left their houses uncc- 
_ eupied. Was it not this shiftless 
and feverish element that caused 
all these desertions? I do not mean 
to say that all ber people of to-day 
“are such—but I fear that to too 
great an extent it is still true—be- 
cause we now eee towns of a more 
substantial nature bui.ding up out- 
side of the mining camps. 
This brings me to a second. ques- 
. tion—What is Nevada's great need? 
Let me answer that it is more agri- 
culturists. It is couceded by all 
that the soil in the valleys is fertile 
enough to produce anything that 
can. exist in this climate, when 
properly watered and cultivated, 
and the difficulty in obtaining 
water seems to be the only obstacle 
which prevents the turning ol 
the now barren valleys into 
green fields of grain and grasses. 
How then are we to over- 
come this obstacle? We khow 
that the mountains rise from 1,000 
to 8,000 feet above the included val- 
leys and near the summits of many 
of them burst forth never failing 
Springs, producing large streams of 
water, and should these springs 
prove insufficient when developed 
and distributed over the valleys by 
systematic order, there seems to 
be no good reason why abundance 
ol water cannot be had by boring 
att no ‘very great depth. In fact, 
the height of the mountaina and 
the trend of the strata of rocks al- 
most tell us that by ring, water 
‘is a certainty. When the people 
take more to agriculture I 
firmly believe that Nevada will 
“witness a growth yet unknown in. 
her history, and that no lon er will 
~ little towns in her 
’ valleys. It will prove both bene- 
“ficial to her wealth and to her 
_  Boolety.. Aud then, when the ques- 
tion is asked, What makes 
Nevada 80 desirable?’ we can 
change our answer from her su- 
poriot climate’ for most any un- 
earned philosopher knows that the

KAISER WILHELM. 


The Emperor of Germany About to 
Cross the Dark Kiver. 


BERLIN, March 7.—The condition of 
Emperor William is unsatisfactory. 
Prince Bismarck, General Von Moltke 
and the court physicians are present 
at the palace. It is reported that the 
closing of the Reichstag will be post- 
poned in consequence of the condition 
of the Emperor. 

The Reichstager publishes the fol- 
lowing bulletin, which bas been issued 
by the Emperor’s physicians: ‘To 
the general symptoms of cold which 
have affected the Emperor since Sat- 
urday, together with the affection of 
the muscous membrane of the throat 
and irritation of the membrane of the 
eyelids, has been added during the 


past few days painful abdominal dis- 
orders, which have occurred frequently 
since yesterday. The Emperor's ap- 
petite is materially dimivishing, owing 
to which there is a marked decrease in 
his strength.“ 

The doctors are anxious on account 
of the Emperor’s rapidly declining 
strength. st night the Emperor 
had a serious fainting fit—tbe second 
during his present illness. Late this 
evening he asked for food, and after 
partaking of it fe refreshed. It is 

stated that in additien to kidney affec- 
tion the Emperor is suffering from in- 
tense pain, due (o inflammation of the 
parts affected by the rupture which he 
suffered some time ago. 

At midnight there was no changefor 
the worse, but not until now has the 
Emperor been unable to sleep. The 
Emperor talked a little with his aide- 
de-camp, but his mind wandered 
somewhat. It is stated that it is im- 
possible to administer remedies, and 
that his recovery depends upon his 
recuperative powers, Another faint- 
ing fit would probably prove fatal. 


DEAD. 

BERLIN, March 8.— From midnight 
on the Emperor slowly failed, and at 
an early hour the immediate relatives 
were called to his bedside in the hope 


that the dying King would give some 
sign of recognition or returning con- 
Beiousness. Every effort was made by 
the attending physician to keep alive 
the faint spark of life, but withoat 
avail, aod shortly after 7 o’clock the 
warrior kin; breathed his last. His 
passing away can be compared to that 
of a child going to sleep. A lon 
drawn sign, a testiess movement au 
the spark of it lite had fled. 

The news has been received through- 
out Germany with the greatest yrief, 
for while the peopie kuew that his life 
hung but by a thread and were ina 
measure prepared for his death, yet 
when the final summons came the 
blow was not lessened by the kuow!l-

PIONEERS HONORED. 


A Custom Which Should Be More 
tienerally Observed. 


All the American states perpet- 
uate the name of distinguished cit- 
izens by naming the counties after 
them. We have five counties in 


Nevada that are so named—Lin- 
coin, Lander, Nye, Orm<by and 
Storey. Lincoln was, of course, 
named after the great Abraham of 
that name. Lander took ita name 
from Colonel Lander, who surveyed 
the old Pony Express route across 
the plains. ye was christened in 
honor of our first territorial gov- 
ernor, James W. Nye. The old 
Gray Eagle was a power iu the na- 
tion in hie day. tonel Ormaby, 
for whom Ormsby county was 
named, was killed in the Pyramid 
Lake Indian war in 1859. Major 
Storey had distinguished himself 
in the war with Mexico by his per- 
sonal bravery and that of the Texan 
soldiers whom he commanded. The 
naming of these five counties are 
the only monuments Nevada has 
erected to distinguished people. 
save the naming of the great lode 
after Comstock, who did not dis- 
cover it. Most of the pioneers cou- 
nected with Nevada's history are 
destined to go down unhonored and 
unsung.

New Worker’s Experiences, 

Sam Patch, the father of the jump- 
8 rivals Charley Ross as 
a household character. He made 
his first leap at Niagara Falls Octo- 
ber 6, 1829, from a rock seventy feet 
above the water. That didn’t hurt 
him much, and on the 17th of the 
same month he made a second leap 
from a scaffold at the foot of the 
Biddle staircase. At the foot of the 
stairs Sam Patch rigged up a ladder 
100 feet high, climbed to the top, 
and then jumped down into the 
water, to show, as he said, that some 
things could be done as well as oth- 
ers. Then he went to the Genesee 
Falls and made a leap on November 
26, 1829, less than a week before he 
made the jump which killed him. 
Sam Patch’s leap at Passaic Falls 
was September 30, 1827. He jumped 
from the foot of the whitened pine 


don the edge of the e, over- 
hanging the basin.

water, 8 or ninety feet below, 
feet first. He swam ashore. Man 
Paterson bovs afterward safely fol- 
lowed Patch’s example in making 
the leap. 

This account of Sam Patch’s last 
leap is taken from Mr. Henry B. 


Stanton's Recollections:”’ 


„Sam Patch, the famous jumper 


and diver, came to Rochester in the 
fall, we will sav, of 1828, and pro- 


rosed to leap from the falls in the 
art of the village. On the day 
fixed Sam appeared. The banks of 
the river as far as the eve could reach 
were lined with spectators. He was 
diessed in a suit of white, and I will 
state for the benefit of other fools of 
the same class that before he leaped 
he placed his hands firmly on his 
loins, then sprang from the shelving 
rock, and went down straight as an 
arrow. He came up feet foremost, 
and swam ashore amid the shouts of 
thousands. A few days later he pro- 
posed to leap again. He erected a 
staffold 25 feet high on the brink of 
the falls, making the descent 125 
feet. On the dav named another im- 
mense throng assembled. Mr. Weed 
and I happened to meet at the foot of 
the scaffoid. Patch came dressed as 
before, and: apparently, a little un- 
der the influence of liquor. As he 
ascended the scaffold Mr. Weed leit, 
hut I remained. As Patch went 
down his arms were all in a whirl, 
and he struck the water with a stun- 
ning splash. The crowd waited for 
hours. He did not rise. The next 
spring the mangled remaing of the 
poor wretch were found at ti foot of 
the falls at Carthage, four miles be- 
low.“ 

When Sam male this last leap he 
was so drunk that he could barely 
stand. But be could make a speech, 
and he did. It was: 

„Napoleon was a great man and a 
great general. Heconquered armies 
and he conquered nations, but he 
couldn’t jump the Genesee Falls. 
Wellington was a great man and a 
great soldier. He conquered Napo- 
leon, but he couldn’t jump the Gen- 
esee Falls. 
do, and I can do it and will.“ 


HOW DONALDSON DID IT. 


Mr. R. Donaldson, a Scotchman, 
who is in the saddlery business at 60 
Warren Street, made two successful 
jumps from High Bridge, on August 
12 and 18, 1880. He was | rought up 
in Sunderland, England, and began 
early by jumping from dock-walls 
and the sides of vessels. Then he 
went higher, to bowsprits and main- 
yards, then tothe Sunderland Bridge, 
and finally from the royal yard of 
the ship Charity of Liverpool, a 
height of 140 feet. He was alone 


and wore a suit of tights. The 
police thought he was a suicide, and 
ran to catch him, but he jumped be- 
fore they could reach him. e was 
not molested on his second trial, and 
a large crowd watched him, His fall 
took 444 seconds. The height was 
124 feet, and the water 10 feet deep. 
After striking he skimmed under the 
water for a distance of fourteen feet. 
A brisk wind had slightly disturbed 
his equilibrium on the second trial, 
and he struck ‘tahoe on his hip, but 
was not injured. 

In describing his actions and sen- 
sations, Mr. Donaldson said, last 
evening: — 


and spread my hands, palms upward, 
before my face. I then doubled up 
and sprang gently forward just far 
enough to clear the bridge. I held 
my hend forward and shut my eyes, 
I paid no attention to my. breathing ; 
that never occasiona any trouble, 
aud all this talk about losing breath 
when falling is nonsense, As I went 
down I straightened out naturally, 
and the wind rushed up past me at 
a terrible rate. The shock on my 
arms and chin waa as t 1 had been 
struck with a board, 

„ don't think that Odlum knew 
much about jumping, aa he told @ 
reporter that if he falt himself losing 
hia balance he would doubleup, He 
wouldn't do t. A man is as helpless 
ag a paby when in the alr, He gan 
not double up or do anythin elae. 
Ile must start right at first, and 
then, unless there is a wrote wind, 
nothing ie Iikely to happen to. him, 
am told that he held one arm above 
his head. That was very foolish, as 
it would naturally destroy his bal- 
ance, He wad a clerk at Williard’s 
Hotel, Washington, during the win- 
ter, and a teacher of swimming at 
Hygeia Hotel, Old Point Comfort, in 
summer, He was not married, and 
lived with his nother and sisters.— 
[New York Sun. '
